says: “Grant possesses military skill 
and moral power which have been 
hitherto unknown on the Federal side. 
Even the brilliancy of Leé’s sebieve- 
ments does not ' surpass the masterly 
skill with which Grant has arranged 
from. the frontier of Georgia to the 
banks of the Potomac. The crushing 
vigor which has directed his blows in. 
the field, and the dogged tenacity 
which refuses to admit the necessity 
of rétreat or thé possibility of disas- 
ter, prove him to be of the ght stamp. 
In faet, Grant has fixed-his ‘teeth in 
his adversary, and with sleepless te- 
nacity he chngs to him ; nor have all 
the effurts of Southern skill and all 
the desperaté courage of Southern 
chivalry, been able to shake off the 
sturdy Northerner, or even make him 
relax his hold.” - 

The London Daily Telegraph, edited 
by Thornton Hunt, a man who during 
the present rebellion has omitted no 
opportunity to manifest his hostility 
to the Federal Government, speaks as 
follows of Gen. Grant, whom the writer 
a& year ago considered as inferior in 
millitary capacity : 

“ No vulgar man, no mere idol of 
the hour, is this Ulysses S Grant, who 
by sheer hard work and honest fight- 
ing has raised himself from a position 
of obscurity to one of almost unlimit- 
ed command—who. has, if some™ re- 
ports concerning him be true, achieved 
the rarest of ail victories, a mastery 
over himself and his desires—and whu 
(a virtue not ‘often possessed by the 
military celebrities of the United 
States) is still modest and unassum- 
ing. Nor has he yet in any way cuin- 
promised the reputation which he wor- 
thily earned, alike by honorable ser- 
vice in the field and by exemplary civic 
conduct. A mun. of merely ordinary 
calibre would scarcely have dared to 
accept the glorious but terrible respon- 
sibility which Grant bas quietly taken 
upon himself, as became a good sol- 
dier who was bound to fear no peril, 
either mental or moral, in bis country’s 
cause.”

At 
break of day, when Sherman found that the 
evewy had retreated, he put bis whole army 
in motion, and {followed in hot pursuit—the 
object being to get between Hood and Har- 
dev, and thus cut off either party. Atlanta 
was occupied by Gen. Slocum’s corps. The 
place was much injured. 


The Herald's Washington special says: The 
President, in @ recent conversation with Re- 
publicans, said that an armistice once arrang- 
ed for and granted from a government to reb- 
els, never resulted otherwise than io the final 
acknowledgment of independence to rebels, 
as the independence of Texas was eventually 
acknowledged by Mexico. An armistice grant- 
ed to the rebels, would be an indirect agree- 
ment to, at some futnre time, acknowledge 
their independence. Lincoln said that he and 
Secretary Fessenden bad had many anxious 
discussions as to permit and encourage trade 
in common, and he thought this-was what they 
would decide upon, viz: Perfectly free trade 
in cotton by individuals who pay for it in 
greenbacks ; the Navy to be directed to pro- 
tect and encourage trade as far as conducted 
within our lines; the only condition being 
that all cotton should be shipped to or throngh 
New York, there to be inspected and pay 
taxes on internal revenue. '
